has an obligation to report that 
hemorrhages are a definite risk 
he hts to take while under anti- 
coagulents. 
Anti-coagulents keep 
the blood thin and prevent blood- 
cotting. 
But the danger is that 
the blood becomes so thin that 
hemorrhages develop. Confetti In 
the eye does not usually eause a 
Might hemorrhage. 
Doctors E. S. Nichol, W. C. Phil­ 
ips and V. E. Jennis, writing in 
“The Medical 
Clinics of North 
America,” March 1954, 
pages 
399-412 aute: “Hemorrhages must 
be accepted as a calculated risk 
when 
embarking on 
long-term 
(anti-coagulent) 
therapy, 
and 
weighed against the benefits de­ 
rived.” 
They state that out of 295 pa­ 
tients who had long-term anti- 
coagulent therapy, one fourth de­ 
veloped mild to moderate hemor­ 
rhage at one time or another, in­ 
cluding bleeding from the blad­ 
der, bowel, nose, under the skin 
in the eyes, and one fatal hem­ 
orrhage into the brain.

This, Healthy Cattle Gain Rapidly 
Successful cattle feeders know 
that cheapest gains can be made 
on pasture. They know that the 
biggest gains /rom pasture can 
be made with thin cattle. But they 
also know that there is a differ­ 
ence in the gains expected from 
merely thin cattle and from cattle 
that are |hin because of unthrifty 
ness or poor health. Knowing these 
things, successful cattle raisers 
will winter calves cheaply by pro­ 
viding feeds that give normal gains 
and that will keep the calves thrifty 
without fattening. 
Calf Weaning Time at Station 
Early in November more than 
SOO calves will be weaned from 
the Station herd. They will weigh 
about 400 pounds at about -seven 
months of age and will grade good 
to choice as feeders. 
Our aim 
will be to winter these calves so

that they will make the best use 
of our pastures next summer. 
In looking over our feed supply, 
we find that we have grass hay, 
mixed hay, quality alfalfa and les 
pedeza hays. In addition, we have 
corn silage and sorghum silage. 
These are the feeds around which 
we will build our rations to pro­ 
vide normal, healthy gains of about 
one pound per head daily. 
Wintering Rations 
A full feed of IO to lf pounds 
of quality alfalfa, lespedeza, or 
a mixed hay of at least one-half 
legumes will do. 
Nothing else is 
needed. 
We could do the same 
job with either sorghum or corn 
silage fed at the rate of 30 pounds 
a day if we supplied supplements 
of protein and minerals. One pound 
of soybean oil meal and 0.1 pound 
of feeding-grade limestone daily 
would be enough. 
If we had nothing but grass hay, 
we could do the job of wintering 
these calves for normal, healthy 
gains if the grass were properly 
supplemented 
with 
protein and 
minerals. 
Again, one pound of 
soybean meal and 0.1 pound of 
feeding-grade limestone would be 
necessary. 
However, since we have both 
silage and hay, our best choice 
would be to feed both. 
Twenty 
pounds of corn or sorghum silage 
plus four pounds of quality legume 
hay would provide feed nutrients 
necessary for about one pound of 
average daily gain. 
If the hay 
were grass hay or a legume hay 
of poor quality, it would be wise 
to use one-half to one pound of 
protein supplements. 
The above-listed rations are ade­ 
quate for the normal, healthy, av­ 
erage calf. However, a light, un­ 
thrifty calf at weaning time may 
not be able to use a complete 
roughage ration; until the unthrifty 
condition is corrected, it would be 
wise to add three to five pounds 
of grain to the roughage rations. 
Lastly, remember 
that winter 
fattening gains, or gains in excess 
of those needed for bone and mus­ 
cle growth, are expensive and can 
be put on most economically with 
good pasture.

Motorists just now are being ad­ 
vised in all forms of advertising, 
as well as by their regular garage 
man or filling station operator, to 
winterize the family automobile. 
Agricultural engineers, such as 
Fred W. Roth of the Southern Illi­ 
nois University School of Agricul 
ture, points out that now is the 
time to get the farm tractor and 
other motor-driven farm machin­ 
ery ready for winter storage or 
winter use. 
Using a little extra 
care at this season will preserve 
engine life and postpone the day 
when an overhaul job becomes ne­ 
cessary. 
Roth says that many hours of 
engine use may be lost easily dur 
ing the winter storage season be 
cause of Hist and corrosion. Such 
damage, occurring chiefly on the 
valves, upper cylinders and bear 
ings, may use as much of an en 
gine’s life as a whole season’s work 
—particularly on such engines as 
those 
on combines 
and balers 
which receive only limited use dur­ 
ing the year.

poultry men have discovered that 
broiler rations containing a new 
drug will prevent heavy hens from 
producing the rich pigment that 
colors egg shell*. 


Here are suggested a few simple, 
easily-followed practices which will 
eliminate the possibility of nearly 
all internal rusting and corrosion 
of bearing surfaces. 
Drain out the old crankcase oil 
and replace it with new oil of the 
proper weight for the engine. 
It 
is a good idea to replace the oil 
filter, too. Then run the motor at 
least five minutes to circulate the 
new oil to all parts of the engine 
This change will get out much of 
the dirt and corrosive material 
that has accumulated in the old oil. 
Next, remove the spark plugs 
and pour about three tablespoons 
of oil into each cylinder. Replace 
the plugs and crank the engine two 
revolutions to distribute this oil 
over the upper cylinder walls and 
the valves. 
Finish this protection of the en­ 
gine working pa**ts by plugging 
the air intake pipe and the exhaust 
pipe to keep moisture from enter­ 
ing the engine. 
The 
engine’s 
storage 
battery 
needs to be checked every month 
or two while it remains unused 
for several months during the win­ 
ter. 
The battery must be kept 
fully charged to prevent it from 
freezing and to keep the plates 
from becoming coated with sulfate 
which will shorten battery life 
A 
good idea is to take the battery 
out of the machine and keep it 
where there is no danger of for­ 
getting or neglecting its care.

Fall seeding of alfalfa has been 
badly damaged by spotted aphids 
or a form of plant lice that have 
spread over southern Illinois this 
fall. 
These Insects 
are small with 
sucking mouth parts. They attach 
themselves close to the stem of 
the plant and draw' out the sap 
and plant juices which causes the 
plant to dry up, lose leaves and 
die. 
Some of the fields inspected aft 
er the rain Oct. 26 and 27 showed 
the young plants beaten to pieces 
with'leaves scattered on the muddy 
ground. 
The leaves had a light 
gray or brown color as a result 
of the insect injury. 
The plants 
were brittle and easily torn to bits 
by rain drops. 
This is the first time, to my 
knowledge, that this damage has 
happened on such a scale in this 
area. 
In fact, one field inspected 
a month ago looked wonderful, to­ 
day very few plants can be found 
in the field. 
The aphids can be controlled by 
spraying with malathion, 1-2 pound 
per acre, or use parathion, about 
same amount in sprayer. A spray­ 
er that had weed killer used in it 
must be completely cleaned or the 
alfalfa would be destroyed by 24-D 
residue. 
The average farmer won’t see 
these aphids until the alfalfa starts 
to die which is too late to do much 
good with spraying.

Old air-tight oil drums 
will make fine floats for the raft.
